Absorption by Chiha of Precious Metals, — 
A letter, dated -17th November, 1885, was 
reeeived-from the, Benyal Ohamber of Com> 
merda requesting information on thia sub- 

* ject, Your QOommitteo regret thoy wore 
unable to afford us full infurimation a8 thoy 
could wish on certain points mentioned in 
the correspondence, as no relixble statistics 
could be obtained. 

Navigation ‘of the Canton River.—This 
“vory important question bas not been lost 
sight of: by your Committex, Oomplaints 
havo been’ made to tho Chambor of the 
useless and irritating obstructions to trade 
which continues to ba experienced by the 
mercantile ‘community, and of tho’ very 
heavy losses to shipowners, arising from 
the bad faith of the Chineso Government, 
in not falfilling the promise made in 1884 
to leave a clear channel for navigation ut 
the barrier, in the Southern reach af tha 
Conton River, Aa atated in tho last ropart 
of tho. Chamber, the Canton Authorities 
wore ordered to remove these obstructions 
in Agguat, 1885, under inatractions from 
Peking, In July laat it was reported te 
the Chamber that the Viceroy had given 
ordors to fiil up the barrier with atones, and 
your Committco immediately tolegraphed 
to Her Majesty's Minister at Poking re- 
questing that an urgent protest might bo 
made to the “Tsung-li Yumén szainst’ the 
unwarranted proceoding, and letters wore 
addressed to the Local Government point- 
ing out the iinperative neceswity of protect- 
ing British intorests in tho Canton waters. 
It will be secon from the correspondence 
that repeated representations were mude ty 
the Chinese Authorities at Peking, but us 
yet no dofinito intructions appear to havo 
been given ty tho Viceroy of Qanton, for 
the removal of the obstructions complained 
of, é 

Quarantine. —In January last your Com- 
mittoe took tho liberty of raferring the 
Local Govorament to the provions corre- 
spondence on this subject, and they have 
allowed no fitting opportunity to pass with- 
out onteting a protest against the vexatious 
burden imposed on ehipping by the regula- 
tions in foros. . 

It is to be regretted that the Guvern- 
_ments both here and st home havo not 
shown more disposition to accept the 
Chamber's representations, but your Com- 
mittea have tho satisfaction to record that 
in a lotter received from the Local Gavern- 
ment on this subject in March laat, it was 
stated thatthe period of Quarantine of 
observation would be reduced ‘from five, to 
threo days, in conformity with the amended 
regulations undor Ordinance 9 of 1883. * 

Tho completion vf tho permanent atruc- 
ture ou Stone-Cutters’ Island, to be used as 
a Luzoretto for the sick in cages of Quaran- 
tine, has boon observed with pleasure by- 
your Committes.. It, was, howevor, belicvod 
some months ngo that the building would 
he transferred to the War Office Authoritics, 
and be theraby ‘diverted from the use for 

” which it was constructed, and considerable 
anxiety was felt aa to the renewed necessity 
which would then e: for providing ac- 
commodation for the sick. *' 

Your Committee note that the Local Go- 
vernment, in reply.to a queation put by the 
Chamber's Representative in the Council, 
has given the clearest assurance that as the 
new building has nof heen transferred, it is 
available for'tho purpose intended, 

Landing of Cargocs for Hongkong at 
. Kowloon, —Your Committee received a tet- 
ter from a member. of the Chamber with 
regard to the power of the Agents of steam~ 
era to land and give delivery of cargo at 
Kowloon destined for Hongkong, mid its 
opinion was requested’ on the following 
points ; (1) is Kowloon within the limits of 
the Colony of Hongkong; (2) on whose 
account is the risk of. bringing cargo from 
Kowloon. to Hongkong. On considering 
the views put before them, your Committea 
decided that British Kowloon must be con: 
sidered within the limits of the Ovlony; 
and they intimated that the insertion of 1 
clause in Policies, by arrangement with 
underwriters; covered the risk of ramoval 
provided this was effected within. soven , 
days from dato of the first discharge of tho 
cargo. . g 

Nir Harry 8. Parkes’ Memorial Fund.—- 
Early in tha present yenr, a cdmmunication 
was received from Sir Ruthirford Alcock, 
K.O,B,, Chhirman of tho Committee formed 
io London to secure.a permacent memorial 
in commemoration of the eminent survices 
of the late Sir Harry S. Parkes, inviting 
this Chamber to co-operate with the Cham- 
bers of Coniinerce in Chinn and Japan in

The Frand-Chinese Trade Regulations jor 
the Annem Froiitier.—Ln June last a letter 
was received from tho “Lveal Government, 
transmitting a translation of the Regula- 
tiona for the Anvam Frontier trade deter- 
mined on by France and China, and inviting 
the expression of the Clhamber’s opinion as 
to the probable effuct of tho Convention as 
regards the commercial interests of the Co- 
lony. Your Committee, in reply, pointed 
out that the Convention, by provi r 
tho admission of goods across the Chinese 
frontier: at 4 tarif one-fifth less than that 
attached to tho. Treaty of Tientsin of 1858, 
is calculated to give French goods an ad- 
vautago and thorcfore to militate against 
the interests of this Colony. .As a set-off 
to this concession to French trade, your. 
Committeo auggésted that efforts should be 
made to induce the Chinese Government to 
allow the upper reaches of the Paarl rivor 
to bo opened to trade, and gooda intended 
for Yunuan tu be conveyed to Nauoiny-fu 
duty free and then subjected to tho sume 
duties as provided by the new Franco-Ohi- 
nose tariff. Sinco then, it appears that the 
Fronch merchants in Tonquin have express: 
ed strong dissatisfaction with the provisions 
of the Cunvention, which has not: yet been 
ratified, 

British Trade Dollar,—Tho members of 
the Chamber are awaro that’ o full enquiry 
into. this question was instituted .in former 
years. Tho utguments adduced in favour of 
this moeasare and the recent representations 
received from ‘various quartors, influenced 
the Singapore Chamber of Commerce to in- 
vite the co-operation of thia Chamber in 

‘ing steps to again urge on the attention 
of the Imperial -Government the expediency. 
of coining a British Trade Dollar for use in 
tho English Colonies in tha Kast.
